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DETAILED ACTION 
Application Status 

Claims 1-34 are pending in the application. 

Applicants amendment to claims 4, 6-9, 13, 17-19, 25, 27, 31, and 33 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim(s) 1-32, drawn to a method of providing a polypeptide preparation having a 
reduced content of undesired enzymatic side effects, classified in class 435, subclass 184. 

II. Claim(s) 33 and 34, drawn to a milk clotting composition comprising an aspartic protease 
without undesired enzymatic activities, classified in class 435, subclass 219. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

3. The method of Group I and the composition of Group II are related as process of making and 
product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (l) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(0). In the instant case 
the composition of Group II can be made by heat denaturation or standard protein purification rather 
than by exposure to acidic pH. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have separate classifications, 
and each of the inventions listed as Groups I and II requires a separate search, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. "For purposes of the initial requirement, a serious burden on 
the examiner may be prima facie shown if the examiner shows by appropriate explanation either separate 
classification, separate status in the art, or a different field of search as defined in MPEP 808.02" (see 
MPEP 803).
